OTTAWA (CP) - The era of 
the noose al but ends In Canada 
today wMh tt»e proclamation of 
a new law severely limiting 
capital punishment for murder. 

Only the deliberate staying c# 
• working policeman or prism 
official can bring a murderer to 
die gallows between now and 
Dec. 29. 1972. 

That date will mark the end 
of a five-year trial period for 
the law, which won partiamen¬ 
tary assent after a passionate 
debate this fall. 

BEFORE INDICTMENT 

Officials said Thursday the 
new law will apply til cases that 
haven't readied the indictment 
■tage. 

In Newfoundland, Nova Sco¬ 
tia. Prince Edward Island and 
Ontario, this stage is reached 
when a case goes before « 


grand jury. In other provinces 
and the territories, 


it occurs 
when a crown attorney signs an 
Indictment form. 

The outgoing law, .by which 
death is the mandatory sentence 
for deliberate murder, will be 
applied in cases that have gone 
beyond the indictment stage. 

TURPIN HANGED 

Altogether 701 persons have 
been hanged for murder since 
1867.

It is a pity that Prince Norodom Sihanouk can¬ 
not be convinced that the strengthening of interna¬ 
tional inspection operations on the Cambodia-South 
Vietnam border might offer some safeguard against 
his further involvement and the dangerous conse¬ 
quences to all.

It would be far better to call for it now, so that 
the claims of both sides can be examined, not only in 
the interests of truth but in the hope of finding a 
formula for the prevention of the complications so 
readily predictable. 

One great danger which cannot be overlooked is 
the possibility of American Invasion of North Viet¬ 
nam in reaction to thrusts from the Laos and Cam¬ 
bodia flanks. This is a course likely to be pursued 
only in a desperate effort for a quick decision.

They are far and 
beyond those which would be entailed by meeting tire 
Laos and Cambodia problems by limited pursuit into 
the North Vietnamese sanctuaries.

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Uninformed Public Sways Foreign Policy

As a former public opinion surveyor, I hate 
to admit it, bat the pollster* worry me these days. 

Ths polls on Vietnam, In 
particular, strike me as more 
at. a potential menace than as 
a source of enlightenment.

The biologist. Dr. Barry Com¬ 
moner of Washington University 
in St. Louis, said he did not 
know if this is really happening. 
But he said it should be looked 
into. 

He spoke at a session of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science on the 
subleot of hazards from radio¬ 


active fallout from nuclear 
tests.

HAZARDOUS INVENTIONS 

Many things that man does or 
invents have unexpected or 
damaging consequences, he ex¬ 
plained.

Commoner raised the question 
whether nitrogen, used now in 
prodigious amounts to grow 
more food, also could be harm¬ 
ing health. 

He said it is well known that 
nitrogen products from farms — 
and from city sewage plants as 
well — can over-fertilixa lakes. 


This can change nature’s nor¬ 
mal balance in ways that had 
cat been predicted, such as a 
pea-soup type of growth at tiny 
plants or suffocation at game 
flsfc from lack of oxygen.

"It does not appear to us that 
corporations are being taxed 
more, and it is all very wen tor 
Sharp to say in Ms letter surtax 
does not apply to those on very 
small incomes, and is being 
kept relatively low tor those 
whose income is under the 
15,000 level. 

“But today a man needs to 
earn 57,500 a year before he can 
even buy a house." 

Mr Sharp's letter to the labor 
council gave examples of the 
projected increase, showing a! 
single taxpayer with no depen¬ 
dents and 15,000 income would 
pay 52.05 more a month. 

A married man with two 
dependents and the same in¬ 
come would pay 84 cents more 
per month. 


“Mr. Sharp's budget only 
compounds the inequities found 
by the Carter Om ro ba an Re¬ 
port," the labor council state¬ 
ment claimed. 

“The higher sales tax falls 
more heavily on the poor than 
on the rich,” the council con¬ 
tends. 

“The average citizen may not 
buy as mud) Iquor or tobacco, 
but the increase is harder for 
him to take,” Mr. Corbeti said. 

“Meantime, capital gains re¬ 
main untaxed and the exemp¬ 
tions tor the tow income group* 
hardly vary. 

“However tor the rich and the 
very rich, a special tax ceiling 
is provided for those nMi 
incomes in excess of 550,000," I 
Mr. Corbeti asserted. "The 
whole burden of tog ncn se is on 
the average citizen, while cor¬ 
porations pay no increased 
taxes.

When new shoots sprout from 
the stubs, thin thasa out to a total of 
three or four, otherwise your plant will 
be too bushy and congested. 

In June, sink tha pot «g> to its rim to 
the outdoor garden — morning sun only 

— and keep It watered and fed through 
the summer. 

The most critical part of the culture 

— and where mast folks go wrong — Is 
when the plant is brought indoors in the 
fall. During this period It is most 
important to give It 12 to 13 hours of 
unbroken darkness every night, starting 
around Oct. 10; remember Robert 
Buist’s discovery that short days and 
long nights foster early blooming. 

Give your plant* plenty of sun byj 
momentarily — after the sun sets, fori 
day, but keep them in a room where the| 
lights are not turned on — even 
this would create an artificially long 
day and would delay blooming.

In this series of articles on the after¬ 
care of Christmas gift potted plants, I 
propose to start by providing notes on 
the poinsettia, for this flower has 
become' just as much a symbol of 
Christmas as the holly and the 
mistletoe. 

This plant grows wild to only one 
part of the world — in Central America, 
in that section where the southern tip of 
Mexico touches the borders of Guate¬ 
mala and British Honduras. 

In its tropical homeland, the poin¬ 
settia is a rather weedy roadside shrub 
growing 10 feet tall, and strangely 
enough, to those latitudes where night 
and day are of almost equal duration, it 
doesn’t come into bloom until March or 
early April.

This sensitivity to chilling shows up 
to the watering too, and ice cold water 
will sometimes cause the lower leaves 
to fall. Wait until the soil surface feds 
dry to the touch, then give enough 
lukewarm water to saturate the soil. 
Any water draining into the saucer 
should be emptied before it is re¬ 
absorbed. 

The leaves will probably start 
dropping off in any case toward the end 
of January. This is the plant's resting 
period, and when it happens, simply 
stop watering and put it away in a cool 
basement. 

Since the poinsettia. growing un¬ 
checked, would make a 10-foot shnib, it 
must be pruned drastically to restrain it 
to houaeplsait size. Prune in April, 
cutting all sterna, back to three-inch

bloom hi time for Christmas, to his 
experiments, he totmd that the farther 
north they were grown, the earlier they 
would bloom, and to latitudes above 
Boston, where winter days are short 
and nights are long, the flamboyant 
blossoms reach their peak of perfection 
during the Christmas season. 

This lucky combination of Christmas 
colors — bright red and dark green —

Federal fisheries officials reported 150 boats fishing Saanich 
Inlet for one of the biggest winter efforts ever. Around Gold- 
stream Tsland in Finlayson Arm and Tod Inlet to Willis Point 
were the hot spots with Tod Inlet giving up at least six winter 
springs in the If to 22 -pound class, plus a number of near limit 
catches of smaller springs. 

Jim Gilbert and party got- four, biggest 2014 pounds. Vern 
Palliser and Roy Smith got six, biggest 19*4,Tom Alexander 
got two, biggest 19% pounds. 

Tomick plugs and bait (minnow or strip) fished with a 
flasher produced fish and nylon line anglers, using six or 
eight ounees of weight, seemed to do nearly as well as the 
highlinert using planers and wire line. 

Herring have been so thick in Tod Inlet that when you get 
Into a uteri of them they vibrate the wire line. 

And it Is the herring and the birds that are the secret of 
successful winter spring fishing. 

You must fish in the herring schools, and to find the 
sahoola watch for the birds which work and dive over the 
schools. When you see these little seabirds working, teat is tee 
place to fish.

Mr. Hillsden said the club seriously contemplated using 
the money, donated by Mrs. Elise Fielding for the treat¬ 
ment of' victims of multiple sclerosis, to add a wing to the 
Gorge Road Hospital.
